If you had a dollar for every 
time a corporate IS director 
complained about Microsoft 
Office 97, you'd end up with 
a bank account that would 
impress even Bill Gates.

A new installation engine 
should make it easier to set up 
and manage Office applications 
on PCs and Windows termi- 
nals, especially on networks 
using NT Server 5.0. For this 
upgrade, Microsoft promises 
to consolidate all Office con- 
figuration details in a single 
location, so users can run 
Office from a server or trans- 
fer an installation to a new PC 
without losing customized 
settings. You can expect a host 
of usability improvements, 
too, including more automatic 
document-creation and edit- 
ing features.

First beta copies of Office 9 
should appear this summer, 
but corporate critics of Office 
97 won't have reason to cele- 
brate until well after the New 
Year.

Stop Hack Attacks 



Have you been Boinked lately? Any 
NT machine with a direct connection 
to the Internet is vulnerable to denial- 
of -service attacks from online van- 
dals, and they're far more common 
than you think. Symptoms include 
inexplicably slow server performance, 
servers that stop responding for no 
good reason, and mysterious crashes. 

Don't confuse denial-of-service 
attacks with attempts to hack into sys- 
tems and steal data. A competent thief 
hopes you'll never notice that any- 
thing's missing; online vandals make 
their attacks at random, looking for 
servers and workstations they can 
shut down for sport. 

Unix administrators have been 
dealing with this nonsense for years, 
but NT's problems began in earnest 



TOOLS 

NT SERVICE PACK 4 DUE SOON 

Our sources at Microsoft tell us to expect 
Service Pack 4 soon. The latest update should 
roll up all the security updates and bug fixes 
currently available as hotfixes to Service 
Pack 3. That's good news for frazzled 
administrators trying to make sense of the 
bewildering array of patches— at last count 
there were more than 30 SP3 updates, many of 
them supplanted by later fixes. Get up-to-the- 
minute news from www.microsoft.com/ 
windows/NTW/info/ntupdates.htm. 

SECURITY ENCYCLOPEDIA 

Want a no-holds-barred set of instructions for 
securing your NT network? The SANS Institute 
(www.sans.org), a nonprofit research and 
education organization, has assembled a 
36-page guide called Windows NT Security: 
Step-by-Step. It's a cooperative effort from 
security experts at 77 large organizations, 
ranging from banks and Fortune 500 
companies to military and government 
agencies. The experts combined their 
security-tuning techniques, and their work 
yielded a prescription that includes more than 
80 actions, spanning eight phases from 
installing the machine to ongoing security 
monitoring. At $19, it's an unbeatable bargain. 
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in early 1997. The most dam- 
aging recent attack hit thou- 
sands of machines around 
the world in early March of 
this year. Unfortunately, 
easy-to-follow recipes for 
the most common attacks 
are widely available, and it 
doesn't take a degree in 
computer science to inflict 
major damage. 

Winnuke, one of the most 
common attacks, sends out- 
of-band data to TCP port 139, caus- 
ing Windows NT to crash with a 
STOP OxOOOOOOOA message (the 
dreaded Blue Screen of Death). The 
Land attack is a form of "SYN flood- 
ing," in which the attacking machine 
bombards a host computer with 
bogus connection request packets. 
Eventually, the machine under attack 
slows to a crawl while it tries in vain 
to respond to the barrage of messages. 

Teardrop sends a pair of fragmented 
datagrams to a host machine; when 
reassembled, the corrupt packet forces 
Windows to allocate kernel memory 
until it slows, hangs, or crashes. And

Boink, Bonk, Newtear, and a host of 
other attacks are variations on the 
Teardrop attack, usually in response 
to preliminary Microsoft fixes. 

NT Service Pack 3 will not pro- 
tect you from these attacks; you'll 
need to update your system. Tearfix, 
described in Knowledge Base article 
Q 179 129, incorporates virtually all 
fixes in one patch. (Service Pack 4 
should include this and other fixes.) 
You can get full details from www 
.microsoft.com/security. If you're 
responsible for an NT machine with 
a direct connection to the Internet,

New Support 
Options 

A change in Microsoft's 
support policy should 
make it easier to get up 
and running with NT

Securing Win95

Not 
necessarily. In March, 
Microsoft released a 
Winsock 2 update that 
repairs all known 



security holes in the 
Windows 95 TCP/IP 
stack.

.htm.) This update 
works with the original 
retail release of 
Windows 95 as well as 
OSR2, and you can 
safely install it on a 
system that includes 
other security updates. 
Windows 98 contains 
all TCP/IP updates 
and is not vulnerable 
to current denial-of- 
service attacks.

We do care about our PCs, 
however. But here in the business 
computing world we've hit a wall too. 



We're victims of the Big Graphical 
Hoax. Microsoft continually crows 
about its sleek graphical Windows 
interface. Folks, it's just DOS with the 
corners rounded off and a bunch of 
colorful icons sprinkled on. The only 
business graphics most of us ever see 
are dancing paperclips, a cheesy 
gimmick that appeals only to 
bonehead Teletubbies fans. 

If you're a mainstream user, when's 
the last time you incorporated 
anything really graphical into a memo, 
presentation, or report? Not that we 
don't want to. But the tools they give 
us are blunt instruments. Even 
something basic like dropping in a 
photo with runaround text, or 
animating a bar graph to show growth, 
is impossibly difficult for most users. 

And god forbid you want to edit a 
video clip or a sound effect for a 
presentation. You might as well try 
taking out your own gall bladder. 

Snore As a result, most memos are 
lifeless, most reports gray and boring, 
and most presentations instantly sleep 
inducing, no matter how many goofy 
wipes and transitions are slapped on. 
You don't need fast processors for 
this. You do for decent speech 
recognition, or games, or hotsy-totsy 
vaporware like Microsoft's Chrome 
(its DirectX multimedia XML 
extravaganza requiring a 350MHz 
Pentium II with AGP). 

But not for business. Intel is hyping 
an 800MHz Merced chip, and IBM 
has a CPU that supposedly runs at a 
gigahertz. But on these glorified text- 
based systems we're all running, it's 
overkill. Yes, proportional-spaced 
fonts are great, and screen savers or 
Web JPEGs offer a little color, but this 
isn't exactly a graphical revolution. 

Gutsy CPUs are nice, but we need 
powerful business-oriented graphics 
software that you don't need to be a 
graphics pro to use. And it can't 
happen fast enough.

Our eyes met through the window. I knew it was destiny moments before you screamed and 
called the police. Call me or post my bail PS. I have your dog. ( Click here to reply. ) Don't 
laugh. Classified ads and the Internet go together like a car salesman and a greasy handshake. 
Sorry if no one wants puppies from your cocker spaniel when you advertise free mutts in your 
local paper. Try posting scanned photos of the odd-looking pups on Mfl|R^ 
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the Web — or even short video clips. 
Hearts will melt. Your phone will ring. 

The same is true for that "partially 
restored" Edsel you're trying to 
unload, that "fixer-upper" your 
brother-in-law talked you into 
buying, or your own face when 
you're hawking your services as an 
actor or an escort. After all, there's a 
buyer for everything. 

Not convinced? Classified ads 
rained some $16.6 billion into 
the coffers of print publishers last 
year. They account for roughly 
40 percent of an average newspaper's 
revenue. But newspaper readership 
has been declining for years. Paper 
and ink cost publishers far more than 
disk space. And the opportunities for 
interactive and one-to-one marketing 
on the Web make print advertising as 
appealing as cold oatmeal. 

Let's put that in terms we all 
understand: Online classified spending 
is expected to jump to $928 million by 
2001, up from just $69 million last 
year. It's a gold mine. 

Help Wanted For starters, online 
ads are more efficient than the print 
variety. As soon as an item sells, you 
can yank the ad. When an item doesn't 
sell, you can reduce the price — 
immediately. The Web lets you tailor 
your ads to meet the market as you go. 

Buyers, on the other hand, get to 
blast through thousands of online 
classified ads without the eyestrain and 
exasperation that result from tiny print 
and poorly organized listings. Your 
local paper may have a Sports Car 
heading . . . somewhere. Better online 
classifieds let you narrow your search 
to Ferrari, Dino, '65 to '69, under $20K. 
Then they scan thousands of ads. 

In fact, auto listings accounted for 
more than $4 billion of the money

spent on classifieds last year. Web sites 
such as Auto-By-Tel (www.autobytel 
.com) are sucking business away from 
newspapers by offering information 
from more than 2,000 dealers across 
the country. Even Microsoft wants 
some of the action. The company's 
carpoint.com includes new and used- 
car listings, car reviews, and pricing. 
Dealers sell roughly $200 million of 
vehicles from the site every month. 

Real estate is quickly joining this 
party. Realtor.com lists about 



85 percent of all homes for sale in the 
United States. HomeSeekers.com 
presents its ads in Spanish and English, 
and features 360-degree views of some 
listings. CyberHomes.com provides 
street-level mapping and the ability to 
receive select new listings via e-mail. 

Then there are personal ads. These 
range from free listings such as those 
found at Yahoo and America Online, 
to subscription services such as 
Match.Com, which plays cupid for 
upscale professionals. Love@AOL on 
America Online features 24-hour chat 
rooms and a gallery of over 50,000 ads 

ith photos — the largest collection 
anywhere. It's now easier to shop for 
love online than to buy cantaloupes at 
your local grocery. Why would 
anyone bother with printed personals? 

Fine Print Newspapers and other 
print media aren't taking this sitting 
down. Some are creating their own 
Internet sites. Others are pooling 
their ads for jobs, real estate, and 
merchandise into online services. 
Classified Ventures — a partnership 
among newspaper publishers Tribune, 
Times Mirror, and Washington 
Post — plans to tap its backers' ten 
newspapers for just such a site. 

But it may be too little too late. Free 
alternatives already populate the Web. 
And newspapers aren't the only losers 
where classified ads are concerned. 
Brokers and merchants are also losing 
their cut. Who needs a headhunter 
when you can scour 100,000 job 
listings with a click of your mouse? 

What conventional newspapers have 
failed to realize is that classified ads are 
content. Often as not, shoppers drop in 
solely for the sales. Web entrepreneurs 
need to figure out how not to make the 
same mistakes. Classified ads will 
increase the number of hits to your site, 
so you can then raise the rates you 
charge for banner ads. Or maybe you 
should get a cut in any sale that results 
from the free classifieds on your site. 
You tell us. Send your thoughts to 
taylor&jerome@zd.com. 
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For a clever headline. For a cute mascot. For a 
catchy jingle. Instead, try simply looking 
at the product. Look at how it's built, what 
it costs, and how it's supported. That's what 
really matters, and those are the criteria by 
which we judge every system we build. 
Perhaps that's why Micron was just ranked 
first among all PC vendors in customer 
satisfaction by PC Week readers. Compare the 
numbers for yourself, because a better desktop

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Apocalypse When? 

If we're to believe the news, the year 2000 problem will create havoc throughout the 

world. For those unfamiliar with the potential impact of Y2K, let me summarize. Many 

older computer programs, operating systems, and even embedded products have always 

used two digits to calculate the date; — for example, 75,76,77 means 1975, 1976, and 

1977. When the year 2000 arrives, suddenly 

we go from 99 to 00, or what is actually the

Overnight, any program code that 
makes a calculation based on the date 
will be dealing with minus 100 years 
instead of a one-day increment.

But the cops will not be able to 
stop the rioting because police and fire 
dispatch systems won't work. 

As computer scheduling fails, the 
food distribution system will fall 
apart. The homeless will flock to the 
farmlands looking for food only to 
be butchered as trespassers, their 
bodies left to rot. Carrion will 
abound. Disease will spread from the 
rotting corpses and be transferred to 



the cities by packs of wild dogs. 

Cougars, mountain lions, and rabid 
skunks will roam the city streets 
attacking whatever they can. People 
will shoot at the animals in the 
darkness and end up killing each other. 

Eve of Destruction Then things 
will get really bad. Nuclear fail-safe 
systems around the world will die, 
guidance controls will fail, and the 
missiles will fly, exploding in a 
random pattern all over the globe. 
Bombs hitting the North Pole will 
melt the ice caps, causing the flooding 
and destruction of all coastal cities. 
Sharks will swim the warm waters 
running through downtown San 
Francisco, feasting on the Armani-clad 
venture capitalists and lawyers. 
Dormant volcanos will be triggered. 
Earthquakes will bring down all the 
buildings in all the cities, crushing the 
public in glass shard. Nuclear 
holocaust will lead to martial law and 
vigilantism. Containment systems for 
biological and chemical systems will 
fail and horrible diseases spread 
rapidly everywhere. All babies will be 
mutants. All women bald. True 
zombies will walk the earth. This is 
more than economic collapse. It's the 
end of civilization as we know it. 

Then again, the upshot of Y2K 
could be nothing but a series of funny 
incidents laughingly reported on the 
nightly news. I'm banking on the 
latter thesis, although I do have a 
small supply of water just in case. 

The data gathered by Computer 
Intelligence and other research firms 
suggests that most large companies and 
the government are on top of the year 
2000 problem. It's the small businesses 
that likely haven't considered Y2K — 
including end users like you and me. 

So what can we really expect? 
Probably a glut of skilled programmers 
on the market who'd been working on 
the problem for the past few years. 
They'll need a job.

Intel ratchets up 
the clock speed on 
its Pentium II by a 
whopping 30 per- 
cent, but you see only a wimpy 
boost in throughput. Sound 
familiar? Not this time around: 
400MHz Pentium lis now have 
a secret weapon. It's called the 
BX, and it's no BS. 

Eight first-generation 
400MHz boxes dropped into 
PC Computings Performance 
Labs, all outfitted with the new 
440BX logic motherboard chip 
set and 64MB of RAM. Among 
other tricks, the BX supports 
a 100MHz system bus, up 
from the plodding 66MHz 
bus used today. This gives 
system performance a notice- 
able spur in I/O-intensive 



tasks like Web surfing and 
multimedia. 

The BX chip set also sup- 
ports superfast (and super- 
expensive) 100MHz SDRAM 
chips. Couple this with the 
Pentium IPs L2 cache — which 
admittedly runs at only half the 
speed of the CPU, but remem- 
ber that's 200MHz— and you 
get fast memory and a relatively 
speedy L2 cache. Together 
these give integer- and floating 
point-intensive applications 
some welcome giddyap. 

Numbers Don't Fib Sure 
enough, our Labs found as 
much as a 22 percent improve- 
ment in Windows 95 applica- 
tion benchmarks over a 
comparably equipped 333MHz 
system.

benchmarks, performance on 
the 400MHz boxes jumped 
about 15 percent ahead. Yet 
the prices on these machines — 
ranging from $2,750 to 
$3,400 — are no higher than 
those of their slower cousins 
when they were introduced 
only months ago. 

What's more, today's sys- 
tems are better stocked. If 6GB 
and 8GB drives were the start- 
ing point last winter, it's not 
uncommon to find 10GB and 
14GB drives today. Nor 
should you be surprised to find 
as much as 8MB of memory 
on your video card. CD-ROM 
drives at 24- and 32-speed are 
standard, and several machines 
come with Iomega Zip or DVD 
drives, not to mention network 
cards and/or fast modems. 

Windows 95 is standard on 
half the systems we tested; the 
other four we tested with 



Windows NT. To be sure, the 
Pentium II is best suited for 
Windows NT. But all of the 
Win95 systems in this roundup 
have adequate iron undergird- 
ing them to run Microsoft's 
top-drawer operating system. 

Needless to say, the arrival 
of the 400MHz Pentium II will 
tromp down the prices on 
333MHz systems like a moose 
through a field of daffodils. In 
less than six months, the stick- 
ers on fully loaded 333MHz 
PCs have slumped by one- 
third.

It was fastest 
overall in Windows NT perfor- 
mance, even if under Windows 
95 it tied the Micron Millennia 
400 and the Dell Dimension 
XPS R400 outgunned it ever so 
slightly (you can equip your 
Vectra VL with either OS). It's 
also the cheapest system of the 
lot — $2,750 — and that includes 
a 17-inch monitor. 

The Vectra VL is an out- 
standing business machine: 
64MB of SDRAM (running at 
100MHz), a 10.1GB hard 
drive, a Matrox Productiva 




AGP graphics card with 4MB 
of memory, a 32-speed CD- 
ROM drive, and 3Com's 
10/100 EtherLink adapter. 
Hook it up; plug it in; turn it 
on. Its hard drive spins at 7,200 
rpm, delivering the kind of 
performance that approaches a 
SCSI drive, without the fuss. 

What's more, the Vectra VL 
is a usability winner through 
and through. No drives — 
including the CD-ROM — use 
screws or brackets. Unplug 
their connectors and push a 
couple of well-marked tabs, 
and they slide in or out of the 
machine with ease. Ditto for 
the expansion boards, which 
are held in place by 1/ O "lock- 
ers," not screws. Memory slots 
are front and center. And kudos 
to HP's multimedia keyboard, 
which includes audio controls 
as well as quick-launch keys 
situated right where your fin- 
gers can dance on them. 



Meanwhile, NEC has a duo 
of NT machines, both similarly 
priced and similarly config- 
ured. The $3,353 Direction 
SPB 400 was quick on the heels 
of the Vectra VL in application 
benchmarks. The machine 
packs a monster 14.4GB hard 
drive, Diamond's Viper V330 
AGP video card stocked with 
4MB of memory, a 32-speed 
CD-ROM drive, a 56Kbps fax 
modem, and a wide-eyed 19- 
inch monitor. If you're trying 
to save costs, squeeze down the 
monitor and hard drive. 

Or check out the company's 
PowerMate 8100. At $3,198, 
including a 17-inch monitor, 
the machine comes stocked 
with the same monster hard 
drive and CD-ROM drive, 
ATI's 3D Rage Pro card with 
8MB of memory, but no 
modem. You can scale down 
this machine in cost and con- 
figuration as far as you please. 




We like the Direction better, 
but the PowerMate is a good 
way to get a 400MHz machine 
past the bean counters. 

So is Compaq's $3,200 
Deskpro EN, which outper- 
formed the NEC PowerMate. 
Besides, it packs a 56Kbps fax 
modem as well as a Netelligent 
10/100 network card. Does its 
6.4GB hard drive seem stingy? 
Store your piggy files on the 
network. There's a whopping 
8MB of memory on the ATI 
Rage Pro AGP card. And usa- 
bility is first-rate: lift a lever 
and you can slide the mother- 
board right out of the box for 
upgrades or repair. 

Wailing Windows Knock 

$200 off the price of the Desk- 
pro EN, subtract the network 
interface, and you get the Desk- 
pro EP, which we tested under 
Windows 95. It has the same 
top-flight usability (plus drive 
bays that pivot to 90-degree

angles), as well as ATI's Rage 
Pro AGP card with 8MB of 
memory. But its performance 
score fell 17 percentage points 
behind that of the Windows 95 
leader Dell Dimension XPS 
R400. At 6.4GB, the Deskpro 
EP's hard drive is less than half 
as large, and there's no Zip or 
DVD drive. But the machine is 
nearly $400 cheaper. 

On the other hand, if 
you've got the dough— $3,399 
to be exact — it's hard not to 
love the Dell Dimension XPS 
R400. It was the performance 
leader in Windows 95 appli- 
cation benchmarks. Its fast- 
spinning 14.4GB hard drive 
should provide adequate stor- 
age for just about any power 
user. The machine comes with 
both DVD and Zip drives, 
and both a fax modem and a 
speedy Ethernet interface. 
And the whole show is 
backed by Dell's legendary 
service and support. 

Micron's Millennia 400 tags 
just behind the Dimension 
across the board, most of all in 
price. Its performance was 
slightly slower. Its 10.1GB 
hard drive is slightly smaller. 



But it comes with a DVD drive 
and a Zip drive. There's a 
56Kbps fax modem, but you 
have to supply your own net- 
work card. And the total dam- 
age is $3,099. Incidentally, 
Micron is happy to load Win- 
dows NT for $99 more. 

Like the Dimension and the 
Millennia, Gateway 2000's G6- 
400 is a fully stocked system, 
including DVD and Zip drives. 
But it costs less ($2,954) and 
offers a better audio system, 
thanks to Boston Acoustics 
speakers and a subwoofer. The 
machine also features a 10GB 
hard drive and a 56Kbps fax 
modem, but no network card. 

Burned Fingers These are 
all fine machines, you say, but 
then, so was the 333MHz Pen- 
tium II when it debuted only 
six months ago. Now it's got 
the performance appeal of 
moldy yogurt. Obviously, 
there's no stopping — or even 
slowing — the pace of PC 
development. And power users 
always take it on the chin. How 
long before these 400MHz sys- 
tems fade into obsolescence? 

Prognostication is a tricky 
business, but to its credit Intel 



has sketched a basic road map 
for the next year. It should help 
you plan your purchases. By 
the time you read this, the first 
Celeron systems should be 
appearing in dealers' show 
rooms. Essentially a Pentium 
II CPU without the L2 cache, 
the Celeron will deliver the 
approximate performance of a 
266MHz MMX Pentium CPU. 
But PCs powered by it may 
cost less than $1,000.

port, you should be able to sync 
wirelessly with your notebook.

If you're waiting for flat- 
panel monitors to fit as nicely 
into your budget as bulky 
CRTs, keep waiting. But 
three new flat screens from 
IBM, NEC, and Samsung 
offer a glimmer of hope for a 
sizable thin display — if you 
can spare the cash. 

Big Enough IBM's 9516 
active-matrix LCD Color 
Monitor is striking, in more 
ways than one. Its black body 
and bright blue buttons are 
funky and eye-catching. But 
what really stands out is the 
16.1 -inch screen. Though 
only a couple of inches larger 
than the other screens in this 
roundup, visually the IBM 
9516 dwarfs the competition. 
If you have a 17-inch monitor 
on your desk right now, you 
won't compromise on view- 
ing area with the IBM 9516. 

Unfortunately, the IBM 
9516 isn't just plug and play — 
plug and plug and plug and play 
is more like it. Its complex cable 
connection makes for tedious 
setup. But it's worth it: The 
IBM 9516 has gorgeous color 
and 1,280-by- 1,028 resolution. 
The text could be sharper, and 
at $3,499 the price could be a 



lot lower. But for size and 
design, the IBM 9516 hits the 
consumer target dead-on. 

NEC continues to blaze the 
flat-panel display trail with 
the MultiSync LCD400V, the 
first legitimate contender priced 
under $1,200. How's the image? 
For $1,199 it's outstanding. 
The MultiSync LCD400V 
offers the same basic features 
as NEC's original 14.1 -inch 
flat-panel MultiSync LCD400, 
with a few cut corners. The 
LCD400V lacks the XtraView 
technology found in NEC's 
other flat panels, so its viewing 
angle is not as wide. Also, we 
had to crank the brightness 
controls full throttle to get an 
acceptable level. 

However, NEC actually 
improved on text quality with 
the LCD400V; it produces 
unprecedented sharp detail at 
l,024-by-768 resolution. Instal- 
lation couldn't be easier — just 
plug it in and go. It's not the 
best flat-panel monitor we've 
seen, but at this price it's a mile- 
stone product. 

Wired for Sound Sam- 
sung's SyncMaster 400TFT has 
a great image, and something 
extra — multimedia. There are 



capable speakers built into its 
base, as well as external micro- 
phone and headphone jacks. 
You'll also find an integrated 
condenser microphone and a 
full range of external sound 
controls. The SyncMaster is 
USB-ready, with connectors 
on the back panel. 

The 14-inch monitor sports 
a hot design and a cool gun- 
metal gray color. This display 
is a bright, l,024-by-768 image 
with a 120-degree viewing 
angle. The SyncMaster 
400TFT's color is excellent, 
but its text has some slight 
ghosting. Overall, for $1,459, 
the SyncMaster is everything 
you need in a midsize flat- 
panel monitor.

Have It All At first glance, 
the Hewlett-Packard LaserJet

Small-Business Servers on the Double 



If the idea of spending tens of 
thousands of dollars on a 
server has your business man- 
ager seeing red, check out 
new affordable small-business 
servers from Sys Technology 
and SAG Electronics. These 
entry-level Windows NT 4.0 
servers are primarily intended 
for general-purpose comput- 
ing in a small office or corpo- 
rate workgroup. But there's 
nothing to stop you from 
upgrading as necessary. 

Speeding Tickets Both 

servers put a greater emphasis 
on speed than network redun- 
dancy, and unfortunately they 
lack most of the fail-safe 
backup systems typical of 
higher-end LAN servers like 
the Compaq ProLiant 6000 
and the Hewlett-Packard HP 
NetServer LX Pro 6/200 (see 
"Crashproof Quad Servers," 
April, page 88). But with price 
tags under $10,000 for the SAG 
STF 333-RAID 5 and the Sys 
Technology Sys Server, you 
could buy two servers and mir- 
ror them for less than the price 
of the ProLiant. 

The Sys Server uses a pair of 
300MHz Pentium II proces- 
sors, while the STF 333-RAID 5 
uses a pair of 333MHz Pentium 
lis. Symmetric multiprocessing 
lets them deliver the equivalent 
of 600MHz and 666MHz 
when running OS /network 
functions as well as multi- 
threaded desktop applications. 

Both systems support each 
processor with 512K of L2 
cache, and each CPU has an 
equal claim on 256MB of syn- 
chronous DRAM (SDRAM). 
That's expandable to 512MB 
on the Sys Server and to 2GB on 
the STF 333-RAID 5, which 
relies on error checking and 
correcting (ECC) SDRAM. 
ECC keeps the STF 333-RAID 
5 array from being brought

errors. It also reports errors to 
the IS manager via Intel LAN- 
Desk Client Manager software, 
included on both servers.

You can retrieve this informa- 
tion from any LANDesk- 
enabled client.

The Sys Server is driven by 
a single 300-watt power sup- 
ply and cooled by a total of 
ten fans directed at critical 
components. The STF-RAID 5 
has the same fan configuration 
as the Sys, but with an extra 
hot-swappable power supply 
and fan for backup. 

Networks are all about 
transaction throughput and, 
for that, both machines use 
triple-channel Ultra Wide 
SCSI controllers. The Sys 
controller is buffered by 8MB 



of Enhanced DRAM. The 
STF-RAID 5 has 64MB of fast- 
page-mode DRAM. These 
controllers provide a bus 
bandwidth of 3 x 40MBps. But 
one channel and one drive on 
each are devoted to OS activi- 
ties, so you end up with a 
bandwidth of 2 x 40MBps for 
simultaneous reads and writes 
across a RAID array of five 
4.5GB Seagate Cheetah hard 
drives (also available in 9GB 
models).

Photoshop 5.0 has new- 
found flexibility for text edit- 
ing too. The program creates a 
type layer when you enter text, 
and you can edit this text at the 
character level with the usual 
range of options, including 
font, size, color, kerning, lead- 
ing, and alignment. There's 
also a new live preview of the 
changes you make and a verti- 
cal type tool (with double-byte

The biggest downfall 
to ink-jet printers is the long-term cost. The 
consumables, paper and ink, quickly add 
up. Cut costs by using plain paper for all but 
the most final reports — that's when you 
break out the expensive coated stuff that 
guarantees head-turning results. 

Another cost-saving option is to get a 
network color printer that the entire office 
can share. It can double as a monochrome 
printer, so it's like getting two printers in 
one. While you'll initially spend up to ten 
times more on a network color printer than 
on an ink jet, your long-term expenses for 
consumables will be less (the cost-per-page 
average is roughly 11 cents vs. 17 cents per 
page for an ink jet). 

In other words, you'll see an excellent 



return on investment — a network color 
printer pays for itself in time saved. And 
color lasers aren't fussy about the paper you 
feed them — their results look good even on 
cheap recycled stock. Also, toner costs less 
than liquid ink and gives you more pages 
for the buck in the long run. Still not sure 
which way to go? We've done the hard part 
for you, rounding up nine low-end to 
midrange color ink- jet printers and seven 
network color printers — six lasers and one 
solid ink. One thing is for sure: If you want 
to get noticed, you've got to have color.

Budget Eye-Pleasers 



A color printer for less than $200 — no kidding. 
And even at the top of the line, you don't see 
many ink-jet printers with prices over $400. 
Today's ink-jets sport higher resolutions than most 
laser printers, and the results prove it. Business 
charts dance off the page. Photographs look so real 
they can go straight into the album. 

There is one hitch, however. While your initial 
expenses may come right out of petty cash, in the 
long run the cost for consumables will be steep. 
And the paper needed for super-high-quality out- 
put will cost you — sometimes as much as $2 per 
page. Any ink-jet printer takes standard photo- 
copier paper and generally delivers respectable 
results. Save the special paper for that important 
presentation — after you've printed several plain- 
paper drafts for proofing and revising. 

We tested nine color printers with prices ranging 
from $139 to $399. What does the difference in 
price buy you? Enough that you should consider 
spending the extra money. In the low-cost group, 
we evaluated the Epson Stylus Color 400, the 
Canon BJC-4304 Photo, the Hewlett-Packard 
DeskJet 672C, the Lexmark 1000 Color Jetprinter, 
the NEC Superscript 750C, and the Okidata Oki- 
jet 2020. At the higher end, we tested the Hewlett- 
Packard DeskJet 890C, the Canon BJC-7004 
Photo, and the Lexmark 7200 Color Jetprinter.

Churn the Page: Both Hewlett-Packard DeskJets 
turned in consistently quick times. The Epson Stylus 
Color 400 pumped out rapid graphics speeds, but 
its text speeds need a boost. 



XPS M200S 200MHz Pentium. We evaluated each 
printer on its performance, usability, print quality, 
features, and price. We printed a range of business 
documents, including Microsoft Word files from a 
presentation, Photoshop graphics images from an 
image editor, and images and text from an Adobe 
PageMaker desktop-publishing file. Finally, we 
requested high-quality paper from each printer's 
manufacturer to evaluate the quality of graphics 
images. However, we ran all text and presentation 
benchmarks using plain paper. 

Different Strokes Each printer we tested in this 
roundup is an ink jet, but that's all they have in com- 
mon. Resolutions ranged from 600 dpi to 1,200 dpi, but 
higher resolutions don't necessarily guarantee you the 
best results. And the many tricks companies use to 
place dots on a page dramatically affect overall output 
quality. Engine speeds with ink-jet printers can be 
deceiving too. A high-speed rating (8-ppm black output 
for the Lexmark 7200 Color Jetprinter, for example) is 
often for economy mode, when the printer places less 
ink on the page. This mode results in lighter text, and is 
used for only the most basic proofing. True ink-jet 
printing speeds are slower than those of a laser printer. 
And while some printers are stocked with memory, 
others rely on a host-based printing process, which 
uses your system's RAM for printing power. 

If you want it all in one ink-jet printer, your choice is 
the higher-end Hewlett-Packard DeskJet 890C. Its per- 
formance is top-notch, thanks to its 24MHz RISC 
processor — no other printer comes close for short text 
documents, presentations, or graphics. But more 
important, the results are stunning. Even though its 
highest resolution is just 600 dpi, you'll think otherwise 
when you see the output. Color is smooth, and text is 
sharp and dark. The DeskJet 890C is a smart choice for 
high-volume printing because of its speed and a gener- 
ous 150-sheet input tray (the closely matched Lexmark 
7200 also has one). Hewlett-Packard's ColorSmart II 
printer software is intuitive, and it optimizes the output 
of low-resolution images such as those from the Inter- 
net. At $399, the DeskJet 890C's cost is comparable to 
that of similarly featured printers. But its performance 
and output quality put it a notch ahead of the rest. 

Low-Maintenance From the moment you take 
it out of the box, the Canon BJC-7004 Photo demands 
little attention. With a straightforward setup and tons 
of software extras, you'll be printing in no time — and 
printing things you never imagined possible. The best 
part about the BJC-7004 Photo is its stellar text quality. 
Letters are so razor-sharp that this printer can easily 
replace an everyday laser printer and no one would 
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be the wiser. Text speeds are quick too. 
Unfortunately, its graphics printing speed 
doesn't measure up, so allow enough time if 
you demand high-quality results. You'll 
find the rich l,200-by-600 dpi output is 
worth the wait. 

A $400 color printer that does the job is a 
deal. But you can do almost as well for half as 
much money with the excellent $179 Epson 
Stylus Color 400. It makes a terrific printing 
companion, and you can afford to put one on 
every employee's desk. Text output was 
somewhat slow and we noticed the letters 
were a little jagged, so don't retire your laser 
printer just yet. But the striking graphics 
output clocked speeds fast enough to rival 
the higher-price models. If you want just 
occasional color, the Stylus Color 400 is a 
great companion to a laser printer. 

In the Running Several ink-jet printers 
we tested offer some unique or standout fea- 
tures. For example, the $349 Lexmark 7200 Color 
Jetprinter has the highest resolution among the ink 
jets, coming in at 1,200 dpi — and its knockout text 
quality proves it. Canon's $239 BJC-4304 Photo is 
the only printer in this price class that supports a 
small $99 scanning cartridge. Swap this device with 
your ink cartridge, and your printer does double- 
duty scanning color images. Hewlett-Packard's $199 
DeskJet 672C turned in good all-around speeds, but 
your money is better spent on the higher-end, $399 
DeskJet 890C. 




Fit to Print: For less than $400 you get it all. The 
Hewlett-Packard DeskJet 890C serves up the fastest 
speeds and gives you documents with smooth 
images and sharp text. 



If money is the primary consideration in your 
color-printer purchase, the Lexmark 1000 Color Jet- 
printer is worth a long look. At just $139, this fea- 
ture-rich printer turned in good performance speeds. 
However, the printer has its limitations, such as a 30- 
sheet paper tray. NEC's SuperScript 750C offers a 
tray four times that size, although at a price that's $40 
more. The SuperScript could use a big performance 
boost, and its design is clunky. Okidata's Okijet 
2020 fell short in terms of speed and output quality, 
but its simple setup is a plus.

Ink-jet printers vary widely in their output 
quality depending on the type of paper 
you're using. Watch for text bleeding, 
especially when using plain paper, which 
is more porous and absorbs the wet ink. 
For the same reason, color images that 



appear smooth on expensive photographic 
paper might produce disappointing results 
when using low-grade recycled paper. 
Look closely at a printer's output and see 
how it compares with the original image 
(at right).

Color All Around 



When it comes to color, there's no need to be 
stingy. A shared network color printer means 
everyone from the mailroom to the executive board- 
room can have lively looking documents. 

Workgroup color printers cost less than half of 
what they did when they hit the market four years 
ago. And respectable engine speeds mean these snared 
printers serve up speeds fast enough for everyday 
monochrome documents too. 

We put seven network color printers through their 
paces: Lexmark's Optra SC 1275n, Hewlett-Packard's 
Color LaserJet 5M, QMS's magicolor 2CX Print Sys- 
tem, Minolta's Color PageWorks PS, Tektronix's 
Phaser 360, Xerox's DocuPrint C55, and Panasonic's 
KX-P8410N.With prices falling steadily, the printers in 
this bunch range from a mere $3,299 to $5,399-^a far 
cry from the $7,000 to $10,000 color laser printers of 
years past. We tested the printers under a Microsoft 
Windows NT 4.0 server hosting Windows 95-based 
Dell Dimension XPS M200S clients. The server, clients, 
and network printers were connected to a Bay Net- 
works NetGear Ethernet hub. We evaluated the print- 
ers on several factors, including performance, print 
quality, features, price, and usability. Performance and 
print-quality tests included a range of documents, from 
Microsoft Word text files to a PowerPoint presentation 
to Adobe PageMaker and Photoshop graphics images. 
Our usability tests included evaluating how printers 
handled real-world annoyances such as paper jams, and 
out-of-paper and low-toner messages. 

All the printers in this group except one use laser 
engines. The odd printer out, the Tektronix Phaser 
360, relies on solid-ink technology, which makes for 
easy and mess-free setup and maintenance. The best

part about the Phaser 360 is its fast color speeds — up 
to 6 ppm. But unfortunately, that 6-ppm engine 
speed is what you'll find for monochrome text doc- 
uments as well, making this printer a better choice 
for those who plan to print mostly in color, or for 
workgroups that need a color printer and already 
have a fast monochrome network printer. 

Flying Colors The perfect network printer doesn't 
exist yet. If it did, every company would have one — or 
more. But the best overall printer today is the $3,499 
Lexmark Optra SC 1275n. This reasonably priced, ver- 
satile printer not only churns out pages quickly, but 
also offers sharp 600-dpi print quality for both text and 
graphics so your documents always look their best. 

When printing 50-page text documents, the Optra 
finished just behind the QMS magicolor 2CX and 
well ahead of the rest of the pack. And the Optra 
promises to be one of the most worry-free printers 
your network can handle. The Mark Vision printer- 
management software uses a graphical interface that 
makes remote printer monitoring and support a snap. 
The standard paper capacity isn't outstanding at 400 
sheets and it supports only legal and letter sizes, but 
there are a host of paper-handling accessories you 
can buy. To handle a variety of documents, the Optra 
ships with PCL5, PCL6, and PostScript Level 2 
printing languages. 

Hewlett-Packard's Color LaserJet 5M gets the nod 
for the best usability. So it's a little big and not the 
most attractive color laser printer we've seen. But the 
Color LaserJet 5M is easy to set up; it includes a large, 
detailed LED panel and an intuitive control panel 
with prompts. The internal HP JetDirect print server 
supports Ethernet, LocalTalk, and nearly all network 
operating systems. The accompanying Jet Admin 
printer management software provides remote feed- 
back and management features for your administra- 
tor, including installation and configuration 
information and job-status management. While its 
output is a mere 300 dpi (the lowest in this roundup), 
Hewlett-Packard includes technology to boost the 
resolution to the equivalent of 1,200 dpi. The LaserJet 
5M serves up superb paper handling — it's the only 
printer in the bunch to support tabloid-size media 
(for monochrome printing) right out of the box. 
These features cost you, though — the LaserJet 5M is 
on the pricey side at $5,199. 

Dollars and Sense If you're on a budget but 
still demand power and quality, look to the QMS 
magicolor 2CX. At $3,699 it's not the least expen- 
sive printer in the group, but it gives you a lot for 
your money. Our configuration included 66MB of 
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RAM. Not enough memory for you? No 
problem. You can add up to 384MB — 
almost twice as much as the Optra SC 1275n 
holds. Even with its low price, the magicolor 
has top-notch network-management tools. 
CrownAdmin 3 lets administrators install, 
manage, and configure print settings 
remotely, and Crown View tracks print jobs 
via any Internet browser. The magicolor' s 
text speeds were the fastest in the group by a 
large margin. If you plan to print lots of pho- 
tos or work with Adobe Photoshop, the 
magicolor isn't the wisest choice; it hit per- 
formance snags when printing from Photo- 
shop, logging the lowest numbers there by 
far. If you need the highest-quality graphics, 
you can boost the 600-dpi output up to 1,200 
dpi with more RAM. 

Big Picture Minolta's $3,299 Color 
PageWorks PS is also a good printer to con- 
sider if you're budget-conscious. However, 
its text output doesn't measure up to its stunning 
graphics results. The $3,695 Tektronix Phaser 360 
also produced unimpressive text quality and slow 
text speeds. But there is a bonus with the Phaser 360 
that you won't find with the other printers: free black 
ink. Tektronix is giving away its black crayons — not 
a bad deal. The $3,500 Xerox DocuPrint C55 pro- 
duced rich text output, but it's not the best choice if 
you demand top-quality network and remote admin- 
istration features or good performance. The Pana- 
sonic KX-P8410N Color Laser Printer, the only

host-based network printer we tested, also lacks 
remote administration features — and is a lot pricier at 
$5,399. In addition, the Panasonic KX-P8410N 
doesn't include any languages such as PostScript or 
PCL, but rather relies on Windows' Graphical 
Device Interface for its printing. This puts a huge 
drain on the host system, which Panasonic recom- 
mends should be a 133MHz Pentium or faster with 
500MB of free hard disk space — ouch. On the plus 
side, the Panasonic KX-P8410N's paper handling is 
strong, supporting 850 sheets out of the box.

Shared or Solo? 



There's no doubt you can afford to put a color printer 
in your office. So now the big question is, should you 
get a personal printer or one you can share? Network 
color printers cost a lot more than personal ink jets, 
but they also serve multiple users and have lower 
long-term costs — 1 1 vs. 17 cents per page. 

So consider a printer's return on investment and 
how you'll use it. If most of your printing is black text, 
such as for interoffice memos and quick business letters 
on corporate stationery, you're better served going 
with a network color printer. Individuals who use 
more than just occasional spot color are better off with 
their very own ink jet. Speeds are a bit slower, so you 
don't have to worry about tying up the network when 
you need to print your 20-page presentation. 

For the best low-price personal color printer, noth- 
ing compares to the $399 Hewlett-Packard DeskJet 
890C. Speed counts, and the DeskJet 890C doesn't dis- 
appoint. Output looks great, too, even on low-quality 
plain paper. Budget users should consider the $179 
Epson Stylus Color 400, which is speedy with graphics, 
but less impressive when it comes to basic text printing. 



And if you want to get the most out of a printer, opt for 
the Canon BJC-7004 Photo. Its text speed and output 
are strong, and you can't beat its bundled Canon Cre- 
ative software, which gives you the tools to make every- 
thing from T-shirts to calendars. 

To meet the needs of a workgroup, the clear choice 
is the Lexmark Optra SC 1275n.
